On the other hand some of 
the 


'•good" cases where the ratio of inag- 
riesia to lime says "bad" are due to 
Jine 
moisture 
conditions. 
Several 


notable cases of this kind were found 
at Globe. Tulare County. 


Another, and potent cause of failure 


to find the bad condition called for 
by the ratio found is the abundance 
of water received by the soil from rain 
during the winter months. 


This is perfectly hi accord with my 


<nagnesia-lime ratio theory, as pointed 
out in my article in the August llth, 
UMO, issue of the California Cultiva- 
tor, to-wit: 


Conclusion 7—"A very wet season 


should be followed by a period of 
greater 
freedom 
from 
the 
troubles 


arising from this condition 
Conversely, a very dry season should 
mark n greater prevalence 
of 
the 


trouble." 
This expectation is fur- 


ther confirmed 
by the fact as re- 


ported in the "Argus" that the trees 
jtre generally improved 
with 
refer- 


ence to mottled leaf. 
Mr. E. L. Koe- 


then of Riverside also Finds that ad- 
verse' moisture conditions aggravate 
this trouble. 


In further accord with the theory, 


those who are not supplying the need- 
ed lime may expect a return of the 
evil next, fall, perhaps in an exag- 
gerated degree. 


It would seem that a correct diag- 


nsia of 1G% of the cases based on the 
results of the analysis, in the face of 
the unavoidable elements 
of uncer- 


tainity mentioned should remove the 
conclusions reached from 'the realm 
of theory and place them well within 
that of demonstrable fact. 


I will give two instances to show 


the value of this method. 


(1) 
An orchardist brought twelve 


samples for determination of the mag- 
nesia-lime ratio, saying that his or- 
chard was troubled very little with 
mottled leaf excepting at. one place. 
Without 
further knowledge of 
the 


case than this, on the strength of the 
ratio found. I stated positively that 
number 8 should be the bad place. 
His reply was, "I will say that the 
most pronounced case of varigated 
leaves occurs at location number 8. 
•where you found 0.28% of magnesia 
and 
0.53<7r of lime, thus confirming 


your theories." 
To be right, with 


. eleven chances of being wrong should 


show it was something more than a 
guess. 
But to be perfectly fair; he 


should have stated that the trees at 
number 11 show mottled leaf, altho 
there was more than two parts of 
lime to one of magnesia; this being 
one of the six cases reported above. 


(2) 
Upon 
determining the mag- 


nesia-lime ratio of soil near Garden 
Grove the report was that this ratio was 
favorable 
for oranges. 
The 
client 


then said that the orange trees in that 
section were in line condition, and 
that within 
cr> feet 
of t h e location 


sampled a navel tree three years old 
had borne 19 fine oranges last season. 


The value of available carbonate "f 


lime in the soil for oranges is clearly 
manifest in a positive way. Wherever 
the soil contains from I to '2':', of this 
material, other things being favor- 
able, the orange trees are invariably 
enjoying marked thrift. 


That a decline of the lime carbonate 


content of the soil would take place, 
with constant dropping is inevitable; 
and that it. has taken place in many 
fields and orchards in California to 
the extent of its entire absence is 
shown by unmistakable evidence. 


Prof. Norton says, "It is surprising 


how many of our soils, in spite of the 
presence of the alkali salts, have acid 
reactions." 


The writer also has 
found 
many 


cases of acidity. 


Manifestly, there could be no such 


acid reactions in the presence of lime 
carbonate. 
I am 
informed 
that an 


Knglish 
chemist, 
investigating 
soil 


conditions in the wheat sections of the. 
state finds many acid soils, and now 
is recommending the application of 
ground limestone. 


The writer believes this soil acidity 


is on the increase in orchards and 
fields' 
which is inevitable, since, as 


pointed out by Prof. Norton, 
it. is 


! continually forming from Hie decorn- 
! position of minerals in the soil form- 
ing acid silicates. 


Regarding the relative tolerance of 


the orange and the lemon, here is a 
clear instance of the greater immun- 
ity of the lemon as shown in my Po- 
mona paper. 
In an orchard near Co- 


vina a sample was taken in the mid- 
row separating oranges and lemons. 
The ratio was I to 1.71, which is un- 
favorable to the orange but decidedly 
favorable to the lemon. 
In 
accord 


with this finding the orange trees 
were mottled, while the lemon trees 
were in fine leaf and color. 


I have made some comparative de- 


terminations of lime and 
magnesia 


in the same set of samples using both 
the official strong acid solvent with 
10 hours digestion at 212 degrees F. 
and the weak acid solvent I have 
adopted for active lime and magnesia 
with half a minute boiling. The com- 
parative results follow:

It. w i l l be noticed that active lime 


drops to ~,G','f 
in number 5 while the 


active magnesia rises to 47'/r, giving 
a ratio of 1 to LIB; and conforming 
to the requirements of the analysis, 
the trees here are finite mottled, not- 
withstanding the amount of lime by 
the official method is found to be so 
great as 2.97rv. 


From these figures it is to be ex- 


pected that the soils of the Covina 
district will show a content of from 1 
to 37, of lime that is soluble by the 
official method, at least

part of 


which is of no immediate use to the 
crop and growing trees.

lime the trees may suffer from lack of 
this nutrient because of its being for 
the most part lockt: up in combina- 
tion with silica.

Dr. H. W. Wiley, chief of the Bur- 


eau of Chemistry, has this to say of 
the necessity 
for differentiating be- 


tween the plant foods of different de- 
grees of availibility in the soil. "Like 
other soil elements,, the calcium car- 
bonate exists in different degrees of 
fineness and availibility in the soil.

The calcium carbonate, which 


exists 
in large fragments, presents 


only a circumscribed surface and re- 
mains almost inactive, although it is 
easily corroded 
by

rapid way, the quantity of fine car- 
bonitf in the soil, considering that in 
a. time relatively short, feebleacids 
act upon calcareous matter propor- 
tionally to the surface which it pre- 
sents, and that it attacks, therefore, 
especially the finest particles."

Manager Wrjght of Telephone Com- 


pany Devising Ways to Keep Up 


Efficiency in Service. 


The eight-hour law has placed its 


stamp upon some of the businesses of 
Covina, making a bigger difference in 
the telephone service than with other 
concerns in the city. Manager Wright 
of the Home Telephone Company said 
this week that he had managed to 
straighten out the tangle caused by 
the 
enforcement of the 
eight-hour 


law, but that it would make quite a 
little difference to the efficiency of the 
service for some time. 


"I am going to see that the com- 


pany employees are worked within 
the letter of the law," said the man- 
ager. "I will conform in every way 
to this new law, if it means that we 
lose two-thirds of the efficiency of the 
service."

out young men on the night-operating 
service, but the signing of a bill with- 
in the last few days by Governor 
Johnson, making it a misdemeanor to 
employ either sex under eighteen be- 
tween the hours of 10 at night and 5 
in the morning, has caused the man- 
ager 
to abandon the 
boy-operator 


idea. Mr. Wright has interpreted the 
law rightly, he thinks, when he says 
that he will work his night operators 
on an actual time-checking system. 
He says that he can come within the 
law by taking the time actually con- 
sumed in answering calls, deducting 
the time of resting and sleeping. The 
night

paid 
by 
the 


month. 


While the service has not been 


bad during this time of readjustment, 
the difference in the service has been 
noticeable, especially in regard to the 
night service. The manager believes 
that he will have the entire * system 
working shortly in the same smooth 
manner that has been the case in the 
past.
